Before 500 members of the local and State 
Democracy at the annual Jackson day ban- 
duet last night in the Sherman House, Judge 
E. F. Dunne declared that conditions were 
ripening which would need another Andrew 
Jackson for their solution. Of these con- 
ditions, he said, the tendency in financial 
circles to establish another banking monop- 
oly was the most alarming. 

“The British are in New Orleans again,“ 
he said, and the most gigantic and formid- 
able monopoly of modern times—a new 
United States Bank—is impending and 
threatening the well being and perpetuity 
of this republic.“

e need another Jacksom“

Aside from Judge Dunne, the speakers at 
the banquet were Judge Owen Thompson, 
James Hamilton Lewis of Washington, 
John F. Donovan of Milwaukee, and W. P. 

While there were 
vacangies, notable because they should have 
been filled by prominent Democrats, among 
them Judge Tuley, who missed their first 
Jackson day banquet last night, yet the 
number present was the largest in years. 
Mayor Harrison apologized for the absence 
of Judge:Tuley, however, saying the jurist 
was ill and unable to attend. But Howard 
S. Taylor, the City Prosecutor, who in times 
past was the poet laureate on such oc- 
casions, occupied an obscure position among 
the others present.

Mayor Harrison presided and Robert E. 
Burke was in circulation, presenting him- 
self. before the banqueters from time to 
time in response to frantic calls. The en- 
thusiasm which Burke’s name _ aroused 
could be described as mad, for it induced the 
city statisticlan to burst into poetry, and 
was the theme for a half dozen hastily ex- 
temporized yells.“ This is a sample: 

Bobby, Bobby, Bobby Burke, 
He’ s the man that gives us work. 
‘Compliment for the Mayor. 

Judge Dunne, the first speaker, was intro- 
duced by Mayor Harrison, who referred to 
the success of the gathering despite predic- 
tions that it would be a failure. As a 
preface to formal speech the Judge com- 
plimented Mayor Harrison on his traction 
message and declared thé Mayor’s stand to 
be correctly taken. This brought out great 
applause from his auditors. 

The Judge then took up the discussion of 
his subject: Why We Need Another 
Jackson.“ First pointing out that Jackson's 
name was connected permanently with two 
acts—the expulsion of the British from New 
Orleans and the overthrow of the United 
States Bank—he showed that the British 
were again in New Orleans and the United 
States Bank was again attempting forma- 


tion. . 
Turns to Bank Monopoly. 

After discussing the new invasion of the 
British, by which term he described the 
acts of the British in buying military sup- 
plies to aid Great Britain in carrying on 
its infamous war for the extinction of two 
young republics with which this country 
is at peace,“ Judge Dunne turned his atten- 
tion to what he termed a revival of the bank- 
ing monopoly. He said: 

We need another Andrew Jackson, not 
only to drive the British from New Orleans, 
but again to protect this country from the 
corrupting. influences and overreaching 
power of a great banking monopoly. 

“Tn 1832 the United States bank had a 
virtual monopoly of the banking industry 
of the United States. It was the depository 
of all government moneys and the agent of 
the government in the payment of pensions. 
Its charter, obtained by the most crafty and 
adroit financiers of that time, gave the 
bank such privileges and advantages that 
no other bank, or combination ‘of banks, 
could successfully compete with it. 

‘Bank Intrenched in Power. 

“When General Jackson was nominated 
for the Presidency, the bank was well in- 
irenched. It ‘could and did command the 
eloquence of Calhoun, Clay, and Webster. 
Its directors and stockholders were leaders 
of society, and what is known asthe ‘ bet- 
ter classes were all in favor of the re- 
charter of the bank. To oppose the scheme 
of the bank was distinctly unfashionable. 

But there was an iron-willed, incor- 
ruptible, rude, and unfashionable man in the 
Presidential chair, named Andrew Jackson. 
This man did not believe in monopoly. or 
special privileges, and had a Brutus-like con- 
ception of patriotism. He promptly vetoed 
the rechartering law, and on the issue joined 
by that veto between Jackson and the bank 
he went to the country. 

So complete was the triumph of the pub- 
lic conscience over official prostitution and 
corruption that no man or set of men have 
since had the temerity to advocate the cre- 
ation of a bank with a monopoly of public

4 convert to temperance, his bottle of rye 
whisky, and the bust of Miss Frances E. 
Willard in Willard Hall, figured in a scene 
of excitement at the noonday meeting yes- 
terday. 

Inspired and convinced of the error of 
his ways by the words of the Rev. Ray 
Palmer, who was pleading with his audience 
to forsake liquor and lead a temperate life, 
P. H. Procksch, a teacher of music who lives 
at 5212 Grove avenue, rose to his feet with a 
shout. Taking a bottle of whisky from his 
pocket he hurled it to the platform before 
him. It struck the pedestal of the bust of 


Willard, which stood near the speak- 
er's desk, and broke with a loud report. 


The whisky flew in all directions. Some 
of it ran into the overshoes of the Rev. Mr. 
Palmer. There was considerable excitement 
in the hall, whete 400 persons had gathered 
to hear the speaker. 

Procksch, it is said, was induced to come 
into the hall by a preacher from the Sea- 
men’s Bethel. Mr. Palmer, who came from 
Portland, Ore., had preached at the regular 
noonday meeting, and had urged his hearers 
to shun drink and come forward and sign the 
pledge. 
| When the Bottle Broke. 

The breaking of the bottle occurred at 
what is known as the after meeting, held 
at the close of the regular session. Two 
men had come forward, and had indicated a 
desire to be prayed for, Procksch being one 
of them. Mrs. Matilda B. Carse had talked 
with him for a short time. Mr. Palmer 
then took up the work. The audience arose 
and began singing: 

“I do believe, I now believe, that Jesus died 

tor me.“ 

With a movement so sudden as to surprise 
every one, the man drew the bottle from 
his pocket. Raising it above his head and 
erying that he was done with drink for all 
time, he hurled it with all his might at the 


pedestal. 

| Meaning in the Incident. 

The members of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance union who saw the act regard- 
ed it as particularly significant that the 
liquor Miss Willard had fought against all 
of her life should have been destroyed at 
the foot of her statue. They did not regard 
it at all in the light of a desecration to her 
memory. Mrs. Annie W. Clarke of Ohio, 
President of the State W. C. T. U., declared 
that she would use the een in her next 
annual report. 

Procksch declared that his 6 was 
sincere and that he was determined to leave 
liquor alone. When offered financial] assist- 
ance he declined it, and showed bank notes 
of large denomination and said he was in 
comfortable circumstances. After signing 
the pledge he left the hall.

CAPTAIN AND SIX MENIN 
SINKING OF BIG STEAMER. 


Collier Bristol, Bound for Alaska, Meets 
with Disaster Off Green Island—21 
of the Crew Escape in Boats, 


B. C., Jan. 8.—[Speclal.ICap- 
tain Melntyre and six members of the crew 
of the big steamer Bristol were lost on the 
night of Jan. 2 when -the vessel went down 
off Green Island, half way between here and 
Skagway. The ship is a complete wreck, 
with the water over its funnels at high tide. 

News of the disaster was brought here to- 
night by the steamer City of Seattle from 
Skagway. The twenty-one survivors of the 
wreck are coming down by the steamer City 
of Topeka. * 

The Bristol, a collier, formerly ran between 
Nanaimo and San Francisco. It was on the 
way from Ladysmith, Vancouver Island, to 
the Treadwell mine in Alaska with 2,500 tons 
of coal. 

The ship met disaster on Thursday night 
off Port Simpson, trying to make Dixon's 
entrance with a westerly gale and a bad 
‘sea running. The steamer was poking along 
under half steam when it struck a rock, and 
@ moment later was smashing against the 
end of Green Island. Seas broke over the 
vessel, and soon it was found the coal was 
going through the ship’s bottom and the 
hulk’ was fast breaking up. The Captain 
ordered out the four boats. Three got away 
safely with seven men each. The Captain 
and others were seen getting into the last 
boat, and then the ship went down. The 
Captain’s boat must have been smashed, for 
it was not seen again. 


BARBER STUDENTS ON STRIKE. 


Twenty-five Half Shaved Men Aban- 
doned in Chairs by Pupils in 
Omaha College. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 
half-shaved men were abandoned in their 
chairs today owing to a strike in a local bar- 
ber college. The students had paid $40 for 
the course and complained that no lectures 
were delivered as scheduled in the prospectus 
and that the proprietor had absented him-

The students therefore took the opportu- 
nity when all the chairs were full and the 
signal to strike was given by a leading stu- 
dent, who dropped a bottle of bay rum on 
the tiled floor.

FAIL TO EXPLAIN. ACTION. 


Mrs, Celia W. Wallace, for eleven years 
a guest of the Auditorium Hotel, and re- 
puted to be one of the wealthiest women 
in Chicago, has a surprise in store for her 
when she returns to the city. Her apart- 
ment on the sixth floor of the hotel was 
entered by hotel employés last night, and 
without ceremony of law everything that 
could be moved between the hours of 6 
and 11 o’clock was transferred to a room 
across the hall and packed up like so much 
cord wood 

Mystery surrounded the proceedings. Man- 
ager Southgate gave strict orders to his 
subordinates to keep the mattér a dark se- 
cret. Clerk Kennedy refused to explain 
why the longings of Mrs. Wallace were 
so suddenly shifted. 

Detective Repeto, who bossed the job of 
cleaning out the room, said nothing and 
looked wise when asked if the hotel man- 
agement was responsible for the house 
cleaning. | ven the stenographer who took 
an eg of all the books, bric-à-brac, 
articles of vertu, cabinets, vases, and 
bronzes, looked scared when anybody ven- 
tured a question. 


Room Was Never Entered. 

Room 610, the one in which Mrs. Wallace 
has made a fortress against prying Deputy 
Sheriffs and constables, and in which no 
chambermaid has ventured to tread for over 
eight 1 was a sight when Detective 
Repeto and three porters ceased work at 11 
o' cock. 

The floor was littered with the wrap- 
pings of boxes and bundles, and clouds of 
dust arose when one walked across the 
room. There was still enough property in 
the room to fill a good-sized wagon, but 
the hotel had no rooms available for storage 
purposes, and the work had to stop. 

Mrs. Walalce has been absent from the 
city since last May, and her whereabouts 
is unknown to the hotel people. It is sup- 
posed that she is visiting relatives in the 
East. She left the city last spring about 
the same time that an attachment for con- 
tempt of court issued against her in a pro- 
ceedings instituted by a firm which held 
a claim against her, She refused to obey 
the. summons in the suit. — 


‘Find a Treasure House. 

Last night, when the door was forced 
open by Detective Repeto, a strange sight 
greeted his eyes. The room was nothing 
more than a storage house. It was packed 
almost to the ceiling with the articles Mrs. 
Wallace had collected since she became a 
resident of the hotel, A narrow passageway

ran through the piled-up stuff to a folding 
bed, and t re was barely enough space in 
which to let it down. 1 

Repeto and his assistants went to work 


with a will, and when they quit for the night 
they had among other the 
fcllowing: 

Two cloisonne vases, worth $2,000. 

One blue silk opera gown worth §2,000. 

One inlaid cabinet worth $1,000 

One piece of old lace of great value. 

Twelve expensively bound books. 

One box of wornout hosiery. 

Four portfolios of choice engravings. 

Two boxes of Indian shawls, 

Six pairs of old shoes in a eastly case. 

One antique oaken chatr. 

One oil painting by an old master. 

Three bolts of fine Irish linen, 

One old bonnet. 

One small trunk. 

One Venetian gilt table of antique design. 

Two boxes of stockings. 

Two water color paintings, expensively framed. 

The inventory which the stenographer 
made might pass for the catalogue of an art 
collector, an antiquarian, or a list of second- 


hand furniture and clothing. 


Defies Constables, Then Leaves. 

It was about a year ago that Mrs. Wallace 
bade defiance for two days to a pair of con- 
stables who were trying to serve a writ on 
her in a suit which grew out of the alleged 
non-payment of a bill for a bell which she 
had presented to a Methodist church in Wau- 
kesha. The constables grew w ot watch- 
ing on the second day; and Mrs. Wallace gave 
them theslip. Since then she has not resided 
at the hotel. 

It is not supposed that the Auditorium 
Hotel management became fearful it would 
not receive pay for the rent uf Mrs, Wallace's 
room. One of the employés as much as said 
Jast night that the management merely 
wanted the use of the rgem, as business was 
gushing these days. He also said that the 
management thought it was time to clean up 
the room, as it had not been swept for years. 

Mrs. Wallace is the widow of ‘one of Chi- 
cago’s early residents, who left her a large 
fortune. She Is credited with owning one of 
the finest collections of diamonds in the 
United States. A few years ago she wore a 
diamond necklace, said to have been worth 
$25,000, at a grand opera performance. 

Mrs. Wallace lived alone in the hotel, re- 
fusing to allow any person to enter her room.

HEROIC DEEDS DURING RESCUR, 


New York, Jan. 8.—(Special.]—The dire 
garding of block signals by the engineer of 
a train was responsible for a coltision in 
the New York Central tunnel today and ré- 
sulted in the death of fifteen persons and 
the serious injury of sixteen others, at least 
two of whom are not expected to survive. 

John Wischo, the engineer, is under arrest, 
bail being refused, pending full inquiry inte 
the disaster. He is in a state of collapse, 
und the only explanation he can give is that 
he was trying to make up lost time when his 
engine plowed its way through the crowded 
passenger coach of a train which had 
stopped in the tunnel. 


All Signals Are Ignored. 

Not only was the block signal correctly eal 
but the fireman called Wischo's attention to > 
it, and the brakeman of the train ahead” 
fired a torpedo, waved two red lanterns at ; 
‘the oncoming engine, and finally hurled he 
two lamps at the window of the cab, but. to 
no avail. 

On came the engine and crashed into the 
rear of the New Haven train, which had q 
been stopped to wait for a clear track. The q 
pilot forced its way into the car, rending ft | 
asunder, hurling passenger seats and tim- 
bers in all directions, wrecking the steam 
pipes and extinguishing the lights. 


Crowded with Suburbanites. 4 
The trains tn collision were a South Ner-? 
walk local, that ran in over the New Tork, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, and s 
White Plains local, that came by the Hut- 
lem branch of the New York Central. The 
wreck happened at 8:17 a. m., at which hour 
the trains were crowded with suburbanites, q 
Most of the death, injury, and damage was q 


| wrought by the engine of the White Plains 


train, which plunged into the rear car of the 
motionless train and was driven through to 
the middle of the car, smashing the seats 
and furnishings and splitting the sides as it 
moved forward. 

The victims either were mangied in the 
mass of wreckage carried at the plot, 
crushed in the space between boller and ear 
sides, or scalded by steam which came from 
broken pipes and cylinders. 

Engine Plows Through Coach. 

The engine, in its final plunge of forty feet, 
carried the rear car forward and sent twist. 
ed iron, broken timbers, and splinters into 
the coach ahead. 3 


Lights were ‘extinguished and from the 


wreckage and darkness came the cries of the 
injured and calls for assistance by those who 1 
escaped. Within a few minutes the work of q 
rescue, marked by heroism and sacrifice, be- 4 
gan. Alarms that brought every available 
ambulance in the city, the police reserves of 
five precincts, and the firemen of the Central 
Eastern District of Manhattan were sounded 
at once. With police, firemen, and surgeons 
came a score of volunteer physicians and 
half a dozen clergymen. 

The shock of the collision was heard by 
people passing on Park avenue above the 
tunnel. Several of them ran to give the 
alarm. | 

A hurry call was sent to Bellevue, Flower, ” 
the Presbyterian, and Roosevelt Hospitels, 
and in ten minutes a dozen ambulances were 
hurrying with a corps of doctors.

Statement by Accused Man. 

A statement which Wischo is said to have 
made shortly after he was arrested became 
public late tonight.

“I saw the white light displayed at Sev- 
enty-second street. That led me to suppose 
that everything was clear. As we approached 
‘Sixty-third street I didn’t see any green 
light on Account of the smoke that came | 
into our section of the tunnel from the other 
sections, through which trains were running. 

“The green light on my side of the track 
is quite near the ground. The atmosphere 
Was heavy this morning. smoke went down 
instead of up, and when I came into our sec- 
tion of the tunnel from the other sections it | 
hid the green light from my view.

Block Signals Ignored. 

Superintendent J. H. Franklin has issued 
a statement as to the accident, in which he 
declares that the block signals at Fifty- 
ninth street were obeyed by the New Haven 
train, while the engineer of the White Plains 
train disregarded them. 

The torpedo on the track went off,“ said 
the superintendent, but he didn’t stop, 
even though the fireman called to him to do 
so. The system of block signals ts such that 
it is a physical impossibility for a signalman 
to make his light declare the track free if. 
another train is on the block. V 

“The Norwalk local was due in the depot 
at 8:15 and the White Plains local at 8:17. 
The Norwalk local was stopped by the danger 
signal at Fifty-ninth street. The flagman 
got out with lantern and torpedoes and put 
the torpedoes on the rail. The engineer of 
the incoming train failed to recognize the 
signal and made no response, and the collis- 
jon was the result.“ 


Third Accident in Tunnel. 


Mr. Franklin said this is the third accident 
im the New York Central tunnel. The first 
took place in November, 1882, when twenty 
persons were killed. The second happened 
on Feb. 20; 1891, when six persons were 
killed and many injured. 

District Attorney Jerome visited the 
wreck and personally examined many wit- 
nesses. The State Railway commission also 
announced its intention to make an inves- 
tigation, and similar intent was expressed 
by the general officers of both the New York 
Cetral and Hudson River railroad and the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 


road. 

Judge Jerome declares the inquiry will go 
to the bottom of the whole affair and fix the 
responsibility. 

The tunnel in which the wreck happened 
extends from Fifty-fifth street, just above 
the Grand Central Station, and is about two 
miles long. It is under Park avenue, and 
there is an Air hole in each block, Com- 
plaints have been made for a long time, how- 
ever, that its yentilation was Insufficient, 
and the New York Central has been consid- 
ering plans for the use of electrical power in 
the subways to do away with the smoke and 
steam from locomotives.

Smoke from Lake Street Building Clears

Secret society people were affected by two 
fires last night.

The firemen found some difficulty in reach- 
ing the blaze owing to the heavy iron shut- 
ters over the windows. These were knocked 
off and fell to the street, endangering specta- 
tore, but no one was hurt. Firemen ascend- 
ed the fire escape on the north side of the 
Masonic Temple and poured water on the 
burning building from that position.

The contest for a husband 
had not affected their friendship. 

Justice La Buy heard a portion of the tes- 
timony and then decided to continue the case 
until today.

It was reported to the board last night 
that the contest over the property on which 
the Normal School is located had been set- 
tled, after six years of controversy. A part 
of the land was vacated in a way that left 
some doubt about the title. By a payment 
of $2,000 the board has secured clear title to 
several acres of valuable land. ;

| Look for City Shortages. 

ity officials have not yet figured out just 
where the city’s tax levy of $4,869,540 for 
corporate purposes, based on County Clerk 
Knopf’s figures, will leave the municipality. 
Controller McGann speaks offhand of the 
city possibly being shy about $2,000,000 "’ 
in the next appropriation bill. Alderman 
Mavor, chairman of the Finance committee 
of the Council, says that the amount may 
not exceed $700,000. Others are optimistic 
and insist that when claims are settled and 
balances made the city will come out about 


even. 

By its system of finances the city appro- 
priates one year ahead of the tax levy and 
spends the money during that time in an- 
ticipation of the coming levy. Consequent- 
ly the levy now to be collected must be used 
to pay the bills of the last year. To provide 
current funds the law allows that money 
may be borrowed up to 75 per cent of the 
anticipated tax levy. This percentage of 
$4,869,540 totals $8,637,500, and time war- 
rants for more than $3,600,000 already have 
been issued against the collections, which 
have not yet begun. Of the $1,200,000 re- 
maining to pay up all outstanding claims of 
every description it is figured that $300,000 
will have to be entered as “ uncollected 
taxes. This leaves about $900,000 to take 
up outstanding claims of all kinds. 


‘McGann Estimates Unpaid Bills. 

The city’s unpaid bills?” said Controller 
McGann. “I won't answer that question. 
I can’t. Within five days I expect to make 
a statement of these facts and show to the 
Council and the citizens just how the city, 
stands financially. It will not be calculated 
to stir up sentiment, but will deal with cold 
facts. The unpaid bills may run to between 
$700,000 and $900,000.”’ 

What does worry the city officials, how- 
ever, is that the appropriation bill for the 
coming year must be based on the present 
valuation and the income expectéd on this 
basis. Here is where the cuts will come, and 
any crippling of the city’s service will arise 
during the coming year. Last year the city 
asked a levy of $6,747,227 for corporate pur- 
poses. It is insisted that this much is neces- 
sary this year, and it had been hoped that

President Hanberg of the County board 
says that the only way the county can get 
out of its difficulties is to increase the Ha- 
bilities. | 

„We cannot let the management of the 
county service and charitable organizations 
suffer just because of a flaw in the Juul 
law.“ he said, and we shall simply have 
to use revenue in anticipation of its col- 
lection next year and trust to the future. 
I do not intend to let the county’s sick, dis- 
able@, or the dependent suffer, nor do I 
intend to force the county employ6s to bear 
the brunt of the shortage by imposing on 
them a vacation without pay. We did that 


last year, but we will not repeat the cut. 


Our revenue is inadequate, but we shall 
do our best to keep up the efficiency of the 
county management.” 

Bonds Help Sanitary Board. 

Chairman Carter of the Finance committee 
of the Drainage board said: 

The sanitary district will not be seriously 
inconvenienced. We expected about $1,500,- 
000, and County Clerk Knopf’s estimate 
gives us $1,341,360. We have no complaint 
to make as the matter stands, and will inter- 
pose no objection to the figures of the County 
Clerk. The amount we will receive from di- 
rect taxation, added to the $2,000,000 we will 
receive from the sale of bonds, will give us 
all the funds we can expect to use in im- 
provements to advantage this year.”

FINDS BRIDE WIPH A 


GROCER INVOKES LAW TO OVER- 
COME AN “ EVIL EYE.” 


Julias Kroeschell Charges That His 
Wife Is Detained Againat Her Will 
by Dr. Albert Seeglitz and the Case 
Is Aired in the Courts—Dentist, Who 
Is a Relative, Declares That He Acted 
for the Best—Woman’s Fortune Sai 
to Be a Factor. | 


Dr. Albert Seeglitz stands accused of hav- 
ing abducted a bride of three months by 
means of an evil eye. Julius Kroeschell, a 
grocer at 730 Winnemac avenue, is the com- 
plainant. Mr. Kroeschell recovered his help- 
meet yesterday, but not until after he had 
resorted to a writ of habeas corpus. 

Dr. Seeglitz, it is understood, declares that 
he was prompted by’the best of motives. As 
a relative, he was not satisfied with the 
treatment Mrs. Kroeschell was receiving 
from her husband, and interceded in behalf 
of the woman. | 

Kroeschell charges that Seeglitz hyp- 
notized his wife and spirited her away in an 
erdeavor to secure possession of her prop- 
erty, which is estimated at $25,000. He also 
alleges that Seeglitz, who is a dentist at 
North avenue and Wells street, cast a spell 
over the woman and induced her to sue for 
divorce. The love she thus renounced, 
Kroeschell says, is as true as it was on the 
day of their wedding, on Oct. 2 of last year. 


Says She Was a Prisoner. 


Mrs. Kroeschell was located yesterday 
afternoon by a Deputy Sheriff at 199 Evans- 
ton avenue, where she was in the company 
of two women, who say that Mrs. Kroeschell 
came to them for protection. The bride de- 
clared she had been a prisoner since she was 
separated from her husband last Friday. 

Kroeschell is 50 years of age. His wife is 
within five years of being that old. On Jan. 
3, the grocer says, the dentist invited him 
and his wife to call at his office to sign cer- 
tain papers. Mrs. Kroéschell was a half- 
sister to the dentist's first wife, and had long 
lived with the Seeglitz family. 

The grocer says the dentist produced no 
papers, but invited his wife into an inner 
room. 

After a time,” said the grocer, ‘‘ the den- 
tist came back into the outer office alone. 
He knocked me down and threw me into 
the street. 

Then a bill for divorce was filed in Mrs. 
Kroescheill’s name against her husband, 
charging cruelty. The bill charges that 
Kroeschell beat and choked his wife and 
on one occasion threatened her life with a 
revolver. It also asks for an injunction to 
restrain Kroeschell from disposing of the 
grocery store in Winnemac avenue. 


Husband Appeals to Courts. 

Finally: Kroeschell decided to invoke the 
law on his own account, and yesterday he 
uppeared before Judge Holdom as the appli- 
cant for a writ of habeas corpus by which he 
might secure the custody of his wife. Dr. 
Seeglitz did not appear in court. 7 

Kroeschell also swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of Dr. Seeglitz, charging assault 
and battery. This case will be tried before 
Justice Martin next Saturday. 

This morning, it is said, Attorney John R. 
Philp, representing. Kroeschell, will appear 
before Judge Chytraus and make a motion 
to dismiss the bill for divorce, which Kroe- 
schell says his wife signed when she was 
under Dr. Seeglitz’s influence. 


Says It Is Hypxotism. 


In speaking of his charges, Mr. Kroeschell 
said last night: |... 

„My wife, who was Helena Klinkel be- 
fore L married her, had lived in the family 
of Dr. Seeglitz for several years. Seeglitz 
had obtained a great influence over her. I 
think the dentist has hypnotic powers and 


exerted them upon her.“

INSIDE HISTORY OF SAILORS’ BAT- 
TLE AT NEW-CHWANG.

PEKIN, Jan. 8--While the actual casual- 
ties during the fighting at New-Chwang be- 
tween American sailors belonging to the 
United States gunboat Vicksburg, which is 
wintering there, and Russian soldiers at- 
' tached to the garrison of that port are 
trifling up to date, the matter has resulted 
in unpleasantly strained relations between 
the American, Russian, and British authori- 
tles there. 

The Washington and St. Petersburg gov- 
ernments are now endeavoring to arrange 
matters so that there may be no further 
friction. 

The trouble originated in the action of 
some sailors belonging to the British sloop 
of war Algerine, also in winter quarters at 
New-Chwang, carrying ashore six rifles for 
use in a theatrical performance. 

The Russian administrator sent a force of 
men to arrest the British sailors, The Rus- 
sians, however, by mistake, broke into a 
reading-room where à party of the Vicks- 
burg's men were seated and tried to arrest 
them. The Americans resisted, defending 
themselves with chairs. They were over- 
powered after a sharp fight, however, and 


who sent them on board the Vicksburg. 


Russians Usually Worsted. 

The bad feeling which arose from this 
incident resulted in several fights when- 
ever American or British sailors met Rus- 
sian soldiers, and the latter, not being ac- 
customed to fist fights, were usually badly 
worsted. This condition of affairs culmi- 
nated on New Year’s day in a more serious 
affray, and the Russian Minister here, M. 
Paul Lessar, complained to Minister Con- 
ger that two members of the Vicksburg’s 
crew had fired a revolver at an unoffending 
\ Russian soldier, wounding him in the arm. 


Relations Are Strained. 
Relations between the American and Brit- 
ish Consuls and naval commanders and the 
‘Russian Administrator at New-Chwang are 
strained, which makes a friendly settlement 
of the affair difficult, The Administrator 
attempted to enforce a social code which the 
foreign officials refused to recognize, and, 
consequently, their relations have been lim- 
ited to sfrictly official interviews. 

The memorandum presented by the Rus- 
stan Minister to the United States Minister 
here related to various alleged assaults com- 
mitted by Americans. On one occasion, it 
was asserted, three sailors attacked a sen- 
try, and owed their lives to the sentry’s 
forbearance in not exercising his right to 
shoot. The Administrator demanded that 
the United States Consul try the offenders, 
but the commander of the Vicksburg, E. B 
Barry, wrote acurtrefusal. | 


Minister Conger a Peacemaker. 
Minister Conger ie endeavoring to restore 
friendly relations at New-Chwang. He is 
urging the United States Consul there, Hen- 
ry B. Miller, to coOperate with the Russian 


Violence. The steps taken are, however, se- 
riously handicapped by the action of the 
Russians, who refuse to allow foreigners to 
use the telegraph line. 

The attitude of Russia at New-Chwang 
results largely misapprehension of the 
reasons for the presence there of the Vicks- 
burg and the Algerine. 

Russian officials have repeatedly informed 
the foreign Consuls at New-Chwang that 
Russia intended soon to evacuate the city. 
The Consuls, fearing that the interests of 
foreign residents would be endangered when 
the government of New-Chwang was re- 
stored to the Chinese, requested that the 
Vicksburg and the Algerine be sent there. 

The Russians suspect that these war ves- 
sels are stationed at New-Chwang for an 
anfriendly purpose.

A ten-mile 
road race out of Chicago, with but one 
change of horses, is talked of, as well as 
amateur and professional driving through 
obstacles.

While the sentiment in Congress in oppo- 
sition to the holding of a national convention 
is overwhelming, there is no denying the 
fact that under the constitution a conven-

The debate on 
the Nicaragua Canal bill in the House today

This sentiment took the form of advocating 
the Morris amendment to empower the Pres- 
ident to select the latter route if the Canal 
commission, upon considering the company’s 
offer, recommends it and the required con- 
cessions can be obtained from Colombia. 

Of sixteen members who spoke today nine 
favored the Morris amendment. It was 
agreed that general debate should close to- 
morrow at 2 o' clock, after which the bill 
will be open to amendment under the flve- 
minute rule. The final vote probably will be 
taken tomorrow. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Shacklo- 
ford [Mo.]. a member of the committee 
which reported the bill. He spoke earnestly 
in advocacy of its passage. He believed 
that the Eads Tehuantepec route was pre- 
ferable to any which had been proposed, but 
he did not think the present a time for cavil. 
He did not like the Panama route, but if 
the new proposition of the Panama com- 
pany offered advantages over the Nica- 
raugua route he thought the President 
should have alternative authority to ac- 
cept it.

ragua route. He appealed to the House nor 
to fetter the President. 

Mr. Morris [Minn.], who offered the amend- 
ment yesterday to give the President the al- 
ternative authority, explained the purpose 
of his amendment, which, hé said, was not to 
impede the construction, but to insure the 
selection of the best canal—the best as to lo- 
cation, cost of maintenance and operation, 
durability and freedom from danger from 
destruction. 

Before the Isthmian commission made its 
report he did not’ believe the Panama route 
feasible. He thought it had been used sole- 
ly for the purpose of delay. But since read- 
ing the report he was unable to reach a con- 
clusion as to which was the better route. 
Moreover, he did not believe that any man 
could read the report and tell which route 
the commission would have selected had the 
cost and conditions been equal. In embark- 
ing upon an enterprise that was to cost 5200, 
000,000, perhaps more, he considered it wise 
that the experts should have an opportunity 
to consider the new offer. 


Burton Is for Panama Route. 


Mr. Burton [0.], who led the opposition to | 


a similar bill in the last Congress, said he 
wguld now be glad to see the pending bill 
pass.

MAKES STRICT PENSION RULES. 


Senate Committee Will Refuse to Report 
Any Application in the Least De- 
_ gree Questionable.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—During consld- 
eration by the Senate today of private pen- 
sion legislation Mr. Gallinger, chairman of 
the Committee on Pensions, said that none 
but absolutely meritorious cases would be 
presented to the Senate for its consideration 
and that the closest scrutiny would be given 
by the committee to every bill introduced. 
He said that no pension exceeding $50 a 
month would be recommended, by the com- 
mittee for the widow of a general officer, and 
that pensions for the widows of other officers 
‘would be scaled down proportionately.

Several officers of the component railroads 
in the combinations were on hand in obedi- 
ence to the invitations sent them, but. in 
the absence of the leaders in the movements 
it was decided to postpone the investigation 
until Jan. 24, when the commission will meet 
in Chicago again. 

It is believed that Hill and Harriman will 
attend the next meeting. The commission 
has power to take the subpcenas to the 
United States courts, and ifthe summonsare 
disregarded further it means contempt of 
court. 

J. J. Hill yesterday pleaded a previous en- 
gagement and assured the commissioners 
that he would be willing to testify at a later 
session. Mr. Harriman made no excuse.

REPAIRS ON LAKE VESSELS 
‘KEEPING SHIPYARDS BUSY. 


Docks at Northern Ports Will Do About 
$800,000 Worth of Work in Prepar- 
ation for Spring Opening. 


It will cost between $700,000 and $800,000 to 
repair lake vessels during the winter to have 
them ready for the opening of navigation 
next spring. So crowded are some shipyards 
that the late comers will not get into dry 
dock until ice begins to melt in the Straits 
of Mackinaw next April. 

The practice of putting off permanent re- 
pairs until winter, particularly. with steel 
ships, has added to the rush at the shipyards 
during the closed season. The burden of the 
cost of such repairs falls largely on their 
underwriters, who have complained that 
they are expected to make every steel ship 
as good as new during the winters following 
open season for which they have been in- 
sured. 

With the steel boats every dent, it is said, 
must be removed at the expense of the under- 
writers under their policies. : 

With the exception of the rebuilding of 
the schooner Australia, there are no large 
items of repair work among the winter fleet 
in the Chicago and Calumet Rivers, although 
the smaller jobs will give the shipyards 
plenty to do. At South Chicago there are 
many boats of the big steel trust fleet laid 
up, but no survey has yet been made on 
them and it is not known what work they 


will require. 


TEST FOR WISCONSIN ICE LAW. 


Knickerbocker Company Will Take Ra- 
cine Case to the United States 
Supreme Court. 


Racine, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Attor-. 
neys for the Knickerbocker Ice company 
will carry the case of the State vs. Henry 
Rossmiller, the company’s superintendent, 
arrested at Burlington, to the United States 
Supreme Court to decide the constitutional- 
ity of the so-called ice law. 

The attorneys claim the law is not valid, 
in that it interferes with the United States 
constitution regarding interstate commerce. 

Rossmiller, as agent for the Chicago com- 
pany, refused to take out a license or pay a 
tax of 10 cents per ton on ice shipped cut of 
the State, as required by a law passed in 
1901. A carload of ice was shipped to Chi- 
cago and Rossmiller was arrested and found 
guilty by a jury. A new trial was denied 
and a fine of $100 and costs was imposed, but 
a stay of proceedings was granted upon the 
defendant furnishing bond. The question 
of constitutionality will be brought before 
the State Supreme Court, and if an adverse 
decision is obtained the case will go to the 
United States tribunal. 


HARVARD FUND IS INCREASED. 


College Has $500,000 More Invested 
than a Year Ago—lInterest Also 
Shows a Gain. 


Cambridge. Mass., Jan. 8.—[Special].}—The 
statement of the treasurer of Harvard Col- 
lege, presented to the Board of Overseers 
today, shows an increase in invested funds 
amounting to about $500,000 and a slight in- 
crease in the rate of accruing interest over 
that of the preceding year. 

At present the invested funds of the uni- 
versity amount to $13,119,538, against $12,- 
614,448 last year. The income yielded by 
these investments is $567,832. The available 
earnings of the general investments of the 
university amounted to 4. 7 of the principal, a 
slight fraction of 1 per cent more than the 
rate of the preceding year. 

The total gifts, creating new funds or in- 
creasing old ones, amounted to $626,669, 
while the gifts for immediate use were $129, - 
407. A summary shows the total receipts 
were $2,267,854 and the total payments 
$2,589,433.

THE ENFOROZMENT OF ORDINANCES, | 
Judge Tuley’s decision in the suit pro- 
moted by the Manufacturers’ association 
that the telephone company has no right to 
charge above $125 for unlimited service 
carries one luminous moral—mamely: that 
the duty of enforcing any given public rights 
should be specifically committed to some 
particular individual. 

It is the duty of the Mayor, likewise of the 
Corporation Counsel, likewise of seventy 
Aldermen, to see that the eity ordinances 
are observed. For a decade the telephone 
company has heen openly mulcting this 
community of large sums. in direct violation 
—as people have generally believed and as 
Judge Tuley has now decided—of the spe- 
cifie terms of its grant, yet this official array 
has afforded not one iota of relief, 

The same lesson, too—that what is every- 
body’s business is nobody's business—is 
taught by a street railway service which, 
though violating mapy specific ordinance 
provisions and defying in the character of 
its accommodations the general police pow- 
er of the city, has, with the exception of 
some justice fines recently imposed and 
straightway appealed from? been left un- 
ecathed. 

It becomes each day plainer that if the 
City Couneil is to grant special and monop- 
oly privileges to private ‘corporations to 
supply commen necessities, such as trans- 
portation and telephones, it is bound at the 
same time to provide some specific machin- 
ery for insuring proper performance. To 


sition is pending for a new department of 
local transportation, with a specialist at 
its head; and on the supposition that a high- 
class appointment to the office would be 
made the plan is to be approved. The ques- 
tion as to precisely what should be done in 
this line respecting the télephone service 
may be an open one. But, at any rate, the 
tens of thousands of telephone users in this 
community and the other thousands who 
would be users if the service were what 
it should be in price and character ought to 


be represented by some person whose spe- 


cial business it would be to study, antici- 
pate, and promote their interests. 

There is a constant temptation to meet 
propositions for extending the scope and 
efficiency of the public service by an outcry 
against constituting more taxeaters.“ 
The outery should be directed against the 
appointment, whether under civil service 
tests or nomination by the Mayor and con- 
firmation by the Council, of second-rate per- 
sons for important public duties and not 
against the idea of judicious public action 
to protect great common interests. Taking 
Judge Tuley's decision at its face the 
community, beside suffering from absolute- 
ly unsupervised and shamefully deficient 
telephone serviee, has had to pay enormous 
eums, contrary to the specific. terms of the 
telephone ordinance. Even a considerable 
cost incurred. in preventing these wrongs 
would have been trifling in comparison. 

The City Council should devise some 
method for exercising henceforth effective 
and continuous control over local telephone 
service through some single official who will 
be directly responsible in the matter, 


SUCCESS TO THE RETAIL CLERKS. 
If any kind of employé has been suffering 


retail clerk. The carpenter, the plumber, 
and the bricklayer have by means of united 
effort shortened their hours of labor and 
raised their rate of wages. The retail clerk 
has remained unorganized,-voiceless, and 
powerless. He has now learned that if a 
company of men would be heard they had 
better sing in chorus. The chorus effect 
ill be secured by the Illinois State Retail 
Clerks’ Protective association, which was 
formed day before yesterday at Springfield. 

The demands made upon the employer will 
now come from à body of men and not 
from individuals. The essential justice of 
these demands it would be diffieult to gain- 
gay. The closing of stores at 6 o’clock 
(7 till 6 is a long enough day for anybody); 
the closing of stores on Sunday; and the 
abolition of child labor—such a program is 
moderate and reasonable. We demand 
equal pay for equal work regardless of sex.“ 
This is gentlemanly and also well calculated 
to enlist the support of the vast army of 
women clerks in Chicago. That the women 
must be included in the organization if it is 
to succeed is quite evident, ! 

There are two great difficulties with which 
the retail clerks will have to contend. The 
first is an almost inevitable clashing of 
their interests with those ef certain other 
people. It is true that the clerks enght 
not to have to work in the evening, It is 
also true that a great many families, par- 
ticularly those in which father, mother, and 
children all work, find it extremely difficult 
to do cu shopping at any other time. Al- 
ready the miners are giving trouble by in- 
sisting upon having the stores open after 
their working hours, This matter will have 
to be adjusted by some amicable compromise 
until the miners can adapt themselves to the 
new conditions, 

In the second place, the association begins 
to show an ambition to secure legal en- 
actments.” It will be better policy to stick 
to the plan of “educating the masses to 
‘day-light’ purchasing.“ More can be done 
in that way than by bringing pressure to bear 
on the Legislature and getting laws which 
are in advance of public opinion. A steady 
conducted soberly aud eonserva- 
tively, will have great results.

THE TAX FPIGUBED OUT. 

The County Clerk baa finished his figur- 
ing on the tax rates, The average taxpayer 
is satisfied with the result, for his taxes 
will be lower than they were last year. 
The taxing agencies are dissatisfied, for 
they will get less money than they reckoned 
on. The city which spends its revenues in 
advance is certainly badly off, for it has 
expended during 1901 more than it will 
receive in taxes. This is an unwelcome ad- 
dition to the city’s floating debt, 

The Juul law, with its 5 per cent limit, 
is not popular with the taxing bodies, but 
it ought to be an extremely popular meas- 
ure with the property-holders of the West 
Division. As it is, their taxes, including 
those for State and schoo! building purposes, 
will be nearly 6.3 per cent on the assessed 
valuation, But for the Juu) law their tax 
rate would have been over [0 per cent. That 
would have been rather more than many of 
them could stand, being more then 2 per cent 
of a fair cash valuation. 

The law works well so far as the West 
Side is concerned, but it operates to reduce 
the rate of taxation in the South Town 
below what the property-owners can stand 
with comparative ease. As so large a pro- 
portion of the taxable wealth of the city 
is in that town, the city, the scheols, and 
the drainage distriet are heavy losers by

MOBBING MUSICAL ARTISTS, 

The silly season has begun again in 
Greater New York, and Mr. Jan Kuhelik 
violinist, is its first vietim. At the close of 
his concert in Brooklyn on Monday evening, 
his women admirers congregated in full 
ranks and made a rush for him, some with 
the intention of shaking hands with him 
and some satisfied if they might only get 
near to him, There were also bolder spirits in- 
teut upen kissing the long-haired fiddler. 
In vain he implored them to desist and 
told them they worried him. The mob only 
grew larger and more insistent upon hav- 
ing locks of his hair or fragments of his 
clothes. Then he fied to his carriage, pur- 
sued by the frantic wemen, some of whom 
followed it until they could no longer keep 
up with it, Then, and only then, Jan Kube- 
lik was safe, 

It is somewhat strange that ie nie 


ical displays of delirious feminine admira- 
tion have not attracted the attention of the 
psychologists, with the view of reaching the 
real cause or discovering the microbe which 
brings on this extraordinary kind of hys- 
teria. This hysteria is not because Jan Kube- 
lik is a great artist who is illuminating the 
world of musie. He is only a great pyrotech- 
nie performer of the Paganini sort, and 
Paganini did nothing for music. It ig not 
because he is a greater player than any 
of his contemporaries, for greater players 
than he have been here. and escaped mob- 
bing, If the cause is not ta be found in the 
music, where is it to be looked for? Is it 
in the personality? But Kubelik in per- 
sonality is inferior to Wilhelmj, or Yeaye, 
or Joachim, and others who are never 
mobbed, Can it be the hair that infatuates 
the silly women? It is a curious fact that 
both Paderewski and Kubelik have ex- 
traordinary shocks of hair, Perhaps the 
attraction is there. 

There is another feature of this matter 
whieh deserves psychological investigation, 
Why is it that of all the instrumental play- 
ers only violinists and pianists are the vie- 
tims of lovely woman when she gets on the 


and viola are nobler instruments than the 
violin, but performers on these instruments 
are never mobbed, The clarinetist and obo- 
ist may play their sweetest without arous- 
ing feminine interest. Trumpets and cor- 
nets may send out their silveriest tones, 
flutes may warble like nightingales, and 
even “the loud bassoon,” which is never 
loud, Coleridge to the contrary notwith- 
standing, may plead most piteously, The 
female heart is hardened to everything but 
the piane and violin, It is equally curious 
that in opera or on the concert stage it is 
always the tenor who arouses the feminine 
admiration and is always the victim of 
mohbing, never the baritone or basso. Why, 
for Instance, should Jean de Reszke have 
become prematurely bald because of fem- 
inine demands for his hair and several times 
narrowly escaped with his life in these 
feminine rushes, while his brother Edouard, 
finer of physique and nobler of voice, is 
immune? ‘These are matters of some im- 


inine.“

THE BOGUS “ANTIQUE” BUSINESS. 

Tun TrRIrnune some months ago printed a 
special article by Mr, Frederick Sandberg, 
in which he made a complete ex posure of the 
business of spurious antiques as carried on in 
several European cities, and particularly in 
Paris: Editorial comment was made upon 
the subject at the same time, with special 
reference to the same dishonest business as 
practiced in this country. It is a tribute to 
the cosmopolitan influence of Tun TRisuxn 
that the articles in question attracted gen- 
eral attention abroad. They were copied 
with credit to this paper in papers of Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Holland, Belgium, 
Sweden and Norway. This indicates that 
the spurious antique business is carried on 
in all those countries. The articles caused 
a decided sensation among the forgers, and 
in Paris have had a practical result, Their 
publication led the Figaro to make an ex- 
posure of the swindles in that city, with 
the result that two of the most notorious 
of the forgers are now under arrest and 
awaiting trial. 

American tourists have hitherto been the 
principal dupes, and as they are generally 
lavish with money the unscrupulous deal- 
ers have obtained large sums for their bogus 
wares, as well as for spurious paintings of 
contemporaneous artists. They have re- 
garded Ameriegns as easy vietims, and have 
unloaded upon them large quantities of 
bogus spoons, tankards, pictures, goins, 
relics, carvings, and gold and silversmith 
work, 

American travelers should again be 
warned that genuine artistic specimens in 
any line are wellnich unattainable on ac- 
count of their rarity and the enormous prices 
demanded’ for them, Of the gntiques” 
offered by dealers, by embarrassed fam- 
ilies,” and by collectors “ forced to part with 
colieetions obtained by long years of search 
and discriminating study,” 75 per cent is 
spurious, and the remaining 25 per cent is 
mostly worthiess, possessing only the quali- 
ty of age, An old object not artistic may 
be exceedingly interesting from its aseo- 
clations or as illustrating the development 
ofthe art or industry of its period, but to 
gather up a lot of expressionless, meaning- 
less, and martistie stuff because it is al- 


pensive, 

American tourists, particularily it they 
de not speak the language of the country 
in whieh they happen to be and belong 
to the large class of amateur collectors, 
are always liable to be imposed upon. It 
ig only those who have unlimited wealth and

tional amendments. 


OHURCH FINANCES. 

The Baptists of New York have decided 
to raise a twentieth century fund of $1,000,- 
000 or more to be expended along the lines 
of church effort. By taking this step they 
have imitated the Episcopalians, who are 
raising a similar but larger fund, and the 
Methodists, who last year began the rhis- 
ing of a jubilee year fund of twenty millions, 
and have now nearly accomplished the task. 

The Boston Transeript, which devotes 
much space to religious matters and is gen- 
erally regarded as an authority, says that 
the new year outlook in four of the nine 
religious bodies in the United States having 
the largest memberships is promising, in 
three it is fair, and in at least two it is om- 
inous, Those having the bright prospeets 
are the Presbyterians North and South, 
Methodists North and South, Lutherans in 
General Council and General Synod, Dis- 
ciples of Christ, Quakers, and United 
Brethren. The same authority says fair 
cenditions prevail in Roman Catholic, Bap- 
tist North and South, Jew, Universalist, 
and Unitarian bodies, It will occasion some 
surprise that the paper sets down the Prot- 
estant Episcopal and Congregational bod - 
ies as in “a period of depression.” 

It is not likely that disaster impends over 
any religious interest, Churches, like 
everything else, ha ve their ups and downs, 
Considered from the business point of view 
they are costly, To maintain the churches 
of this country and to make the usual an- 
nual advance requires $260,000,000 a year, 
The outside donations and bequests to 
churches and religious enterprises last year 
amounted to only $6,298,480, leaving the 
huge sum of $258,701,520 to be raised by 
the regular Sunday contributions, pew 
rents, bazaars, and individual gifts in sums 
less than $1,000, which are not included in 
Tue Trarsune’s statistics. From this point 
of view it is not extraordinary that 
the outlook is not particularly eneourag- 
ing, notwithstanding the present prosperous 
times. No doubt on the whole there is 
progress, but it is not so great as it should 
be. Is this due to the great expense ac- 
count? If so, would it not be well for some 
of the weaker bodies to combine and reduce 
expenses? The chureh, though not of this 
world, perhaps might profit by studying 
some of the methods of the material busi- 
ness world,

ent says: We have found that the boys 
are far more efficient than any employés 
Wwe can obtain. If a boy escapes we permit 
the boy captain of the police department 
to take his own way to bring back the fugi- 
tive.

The Friend of Pocohontas. 

The True Story, of Captain John 
Smith.“ By Katharine Pearson Woods. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. 

Although calling her history The True 
Story of Captain John Smith does not make 
it so, yet Katharine Pearson Woods’ book 
is at any rate one that will be read with un- 
common interest. It is no doubt true, as John 
‘Fiske has said, that Captain John Smith is 
one of those persons about whom historians 
are apt to lose their tempers,“ but it is certain 
that he is one of the American heroes whose 
unique career is worthy of grateful remem- 
brance. 

Fate tried to conceal him by naming him 
Smith,“ said Oliver Wendell Holmes of the 
author of the hemn America. But Cap- 
tain John Smith, some time Governor of 
Virginia and Admiral of New England,” as 
he styled himself, was, in spite of his name, 
not a man to be easily lost sight of. The late 
Dr. Poole speaks of him as the most inter- 
esting and picturesque character in the early 
armals of the American colonies.”’ 

John Smith was a member of the “ Coun- 
eil of the first company which undertook 
the settlement of Virginia. Although he re- 
mained there less than three years he had 
a great deal to do with its initial fortunes, 
if not also—as is so vehemently claimed by 
some—\with its misfortunes. It was John 
Smith who showed his map of the Atlantic 
coast to Hudson, which in 1809 led to the 
discovery of Hudson’s Bay. It was John 
Smith who caused the name to be given to 
“New England.“ He also gave some ex- 
cellent advice to the Pilgrim fathers, which 
more or less expert counsel they deemed it 
„cheaper to accept in book form rather 
than accept his proffered personal compan- 
ionship with its presumed leadership. 

The fact that John Smith was his own his- 
torian is cited against him, as if that dis- 
credited the whole historic value of his 
% True Relation and his General History.“ 
But so was Cesar his own historian, as 
Xenophon had also been. Within a few years 
several writers have dome their utmost to 
impugn not only the Pocahontas story, 
but the general of all 
the narratives which Smith wrote out. 
The fact that he linked his name romantic- 
ally with that of a woman has fascinated 
many; but what gave his story its greatest 
strength, it is said by some, was the fact that 
he linked his name heroically with that of 
the, King's royal majesty. But why not admit 
with the author of this latest true story 
of him that it was also because it was given 
him to link his name at once romantically 
and heroically with the immeasurably conse- 
quential beginnings of the first English set- 
tlements both in Old Virginia and in New 
England. 

It must be admitted that there is something 
bordering on the hereic in Mr. Alexander 
Brown’s devotion for thirty years or more to 
the undertaking effect ly to extinguish 
Captain John Smith. books on the ques- 
tion are unquestionably interesting reading. 

John Fiske, however, speaks with emphasis 
of the utter flimsiness of the objections 
to the Pocahontas story. I have dwelt,” he 
says, at some length upon the question of 
Smith's veracity for three reasons. First, in 
the interest of sound historical criticism, it 
is desirable to show how skepticism, whichis 
commonly supposed to show superior sagac- 
ity, is quite as likely to result from imper- 
fect understanding. Second, justice should 
be done to one of the most lovable characters 
in American history. Third, the rescue of 
Smith by Pocahontas was an event of his- 
torical importance. Without it, the subse- 
quent relations of the Indian girl with the 
English colony become incomprehensible. 
But for her friendly services on more than 
one oacasion ,the tiny settlement would prob- 
ably have perished.“ : 

Miss Woods, in this strikingly readable 
book, follows with care the entire career of 
John Smith, and evidently has a high degree 
of faith in the hero of the story. There isa 
happy freedom from any spirit of contro- 
versy. The character sketch, as a whole, has 
the appearance of being self-consistent and 
accordant with thecircumstances of the case. 
Captain Smith is shown to have been a man 
of genius; that is, he was from boyhood

The sixth volume of “‘ Byron’s Works,” as 
edited by Rowland E. Prothero and pub- 
lished by John Murray,’ comprises 1,198 let- 
ters written by the poet to his friends, pub- 
lishers, bankers, and other business asso- 
clates. The letters are not so revealing as 
they might be expected to be, considering 
the reported vanity of their author, though 
now and then a sentence throws some light 
upon the histrionic and melancholy charac- 
ter of the great poet. As, for example, when 
he says in a letter to Mrs. Shelley: 

As to friendship, it is a propensity in which 
my genius is very imited. I do not know the 
male human being, except Lord Clare, the 
friend of my infancy, for whom I feel any- 
thing that deserves the name. All my oth- 
ers are men-of-the-world friendships. 
.I have had, and may have still, a 
thousand friends, as they are called, in life, 
who are like one’s partners in the waltz of 
this world—not much remembered when the 
waltz is over, though very pleasant for the 
time 

Of this aloofness, this singular loneliness, 
Byron has often made poetical confession, 
but this simple declaration has the sound of 
unaffected truth in it. Sometimes a more 
illuminating revelation of the poet’s tem- 
pestuous nature is made. He writes that 
after the burning of Shelley’s body on the 
sands he and Leigh Hunt returned in their 
carriage through the forest to Pisa. We 
sang, we laughed, we shouted. I even felt a 
gayety the more shocking because it was 
real and a relief. What the coachman 
throught of us God knows; but he helped to 
make up a ghastly trio. I wish to have no 
such waking dream again. It was worthy of 
a German ballad,’’ 

The letters end with the last letter of his 
life; the journal, broken and fragmentary, 
which runs through the volume, interpel- 
lated here and there among the letters, is 
characteristic. Much gossip gathered from 
many sources is printed, and the reader has 
the opportunity of judging of Byron’s foibles 
as well as his virtues. ‘Of the virtues there 
seem to have been so many as might serve 
an ordinary man and win him a reputation 
for piety, but of the extravagances, angers, 
follies, and passions there is a swarthy 
horde, quite outnumbering the white host 
of goodnesses. The book leaves upon the 
mind the impression’ of tremendous force. 
Byron rejected pleasures and opportunities 
enough to have enriched the lives of a dozen 
men. The sum of his loves and hatred would 
overwhelm the average human being, and 
when he died a chorus of lamentation, of 
panegyric, and detestation arose which might 
well affright the heavens. 

There is no NN but that this aston- 
ishing personality is receiving a remarkable 
exposition in the: hooks which Murray is 
publishing and Soribner's Sons importing to 
this country.

FOUNDER OF HOUSE OF 
GOOD SHEPHERD IS DEAD. 


Sister Mary of St. Philomene Devotes 
Life to Her Church Work—Funeral 
Today. . 


Sister Mary of St. ‘Philomene Kavanagh 
of the House of the Good Shepherd, after 
working fifty years for the success of that 
institution and seeing it rise to success, died 
on Tuesday, surrounded by the sisters who 
has assisted her im the work in later years. 
She was one of four sisters who founded the 
institution in the 508. 

Had she lived until March, Sister Mary 
would have passed her eighty-second birth- 
day. Despite her advanced age she had full 
possession of her faculties. Sister Mary was 
born in Carlow, Ireland, but came to Amer- 
ica in childhood. She entered the orders of 
sisters in 1840 and in 1853 took the vows 
which devoted her entire life to the work. 
This was at St. Louis. Shortly afterward, 
at the request of the Right Rev. James Dug- 
gan, she, with three other sfSters, came to 
Chicago to promote the work in this city. 

Associated with Sister Mary of St. Philo- 
mene in founding the House of the Good 
Shepherd were Sister Mary of St. Augustine 
Smith, Mary Martha Shrine, and Mother Su- 
perior Mary of St. John the Baptist, who Is 
now Mother Superior of the House of the 
Good Shepherd at Cleveland, O. 

The home which the sisters started in the 
50s was wiped out by the big fire, but they
